In response to a Final Office Action dated June 14, 2000, Applicant has the following

Discussion of Rejections Under Non-Statutory Double Patenting 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claims 1-53 under the judicially created 
doctrine of non-statutory double patenting over Claims 1-29 of U.S. Patent No. 5,845,281 to Benson 
('281 patent) because the terminal disclaimer filed by the Applicant failed to state the present extent 
of Applicant's interest in the patent to be granted. Furthermore, the Examiner provisionally rejected 
Claims 1-53 under this doctrine over Claims 1-69 of Application No. 09/164,606 ('606 application) 
for the same reason. In response, Applicant encloses herewith a revised terminal disclaimer with 
respect to the '281 patent and a revised terminal disclaimer with respect to the '606 application, 
which state the extent of ownership by the Applicant in any patent which may issue. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully submits this doctrine has been removed as a basis of rejection.
